A hundred years ago today 
Russia's must famous chil-

Bur as the literary world 
pays homage to the Russians 
Hans Andersen, whose works 
have been translated into 
more than §80 languages and 
sold over 176 million copies 
in the Soviet Union alone. 
Controversy is building up 
over official plans to evict his 
family from the peaceful 
cream-coloured cottage in 
the writer's colony just 
outside Moscow where he 
spent much of his life. 

Chukovsky, a close friend 
of his neighbour Boris Pas- 
trernak, lived in Peredelkino 
until his death, at the age of 
88, in a house provided by 
the Soviet Union of Writers. 
Inu a test case the union, 
which rents dachas to its 
members for the duration of 
their life, is trying to ger 
back his house. inhabited by 
his daughter, and the dacha 
used by the Pasternak family. 


The union, legally on firm 
ground, says living writers 
should be entitled to the 
sought-after privilege of a 
dacha among the woods of 
Peredelkino.

To 
demand to be excused from that 
obligation is to deny the very 
basis of voluntary consent on 
which not only our system of 
policing but democratic govern- 
ment itself depends. 

The proper safeguard against 
the exercise of improper political 
interference is not to ban politics 
from policing but to ensure that 
the elaborate tem of checks 
and balances, which already. exists 
but is seldom invoked, is brought 
into effective operation. The 
presence of magistrates on the 
authority makes no contribution 
to this system.
